The employees of Myanmar Travel and 
Tours met them at the airport. Therefore entry including all the equipment was no problem. 
Nothing got lost this time!" The entire roof is covered with antennas now. The hotel crew gave 
them a lot of support. The team reports that receiving on 80m is difficult (and worse on 160m). 
Some interesting pictures are now available on the Web of the XZ7A location and antenna setup 
at: http://www.qsl .net/dl7df/xz7a/pictures.html Activity over the past weekend covered 80-10 
meters (including 30/17 meters) mainly on CW with some RTTY and SSB. QSL via DL7DF.
